March 1978 ( Amendment / Errata) 

No. 43-ITC (PN) /77 —Attention is invited to the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters as contained in the Import Trade Control Policy (Policy Book Volume 
II) for the period April 1977—March 1978 published under the Ministry of Com- 
nerce Public Notice No. 21-ITC(PN)/77 dated the 27th April, 1977.

io. Section I, Part B, Para 31 

The following may be added to the existing sub-para 
3 i( 2 )(a).‘— 

"However, If the actual user licencc/Relegse Order 
includes any items which are permissible to actual 
users on a restricted bjisis as ]ald down in Ap¬ 
pendix 5; in Volume I of the Policy Book, the 
import ol such items should not exceed 20% 
of the value of the REP licence and within this 
limit, the import of a single item should not 
exceed Rs. 2 lakhs in value within the value of the 
licence.” 

20. Seitton I,Part B, Para 63 After tie existing sub-para 63(2), the following tub- 

paias may be added — 

“(3) The facility for import of samples provided 
in sub-para (i)(a) and (b) above may also be given 
to Export Houses by specific endorsement on 
the licences issued against exports of products 
mentioned therein, subject to the condition 
that import of items mentioned in stb-para 
63(i)(d) will not be allowed.” 


"(4) The facility ior import of samples upto Rs. 1000 
in value subject to the condition that import of 
each type of sample should not exceed two in 
number, may also be gi\ cn to merchant exportors 
by specific endorsement on REP licences issued 
to them against exports of ‘‘Leather Manufac¬ 
tures”, “Sports Goods” and ''Handicrafts", 
Import of items mentioned in sub-para 63(i)(d), 
will however, not be allowed. 


3. In terms of the provision contained m paras 3011) and 31(1), Part ‘B’, Sec¬ 
tion I of the Policy Book (Volume II) for 1977-78, REP licences Issued to manuEtc- 
turer-exporters and nominee manulacturei s of the product exported will be valid 
for Import any raw materials, components, consumable stores, packing materials, 
required for use In the licence holder’s factory, subject to the restrictions laid down 
in the policy. Also, the REP licence is subject to “actual user” condition. In this 
connection, It is clarified that the “A.U. condition” of use in the licence-holder'a 
factory will be satisfied if the manufacturer-exporter utilises the Imported materials 
in the factory from which the exported products emanated, and if the nominee- 
manufacturer of the product exported utilises the Imported raw materials in the 
factory in which the manufacture of the goods exported or the goods falling in the 
same Serial or sub-serial number, as the case may be, in Section II of the Policy 
Book (Volume II) lor 1977-78 Is carried on. In the case of nominee manufacturers 
of any other products, the “A.U. condition” will be satisfied if the imported raw 
materials are utilised in the factory in which the manufacture of the end product 
as a manufacturer of which he has been nominated, Is undertaken. 

4. It Is also clarified that manufacturer exporters having more than one factory 
and engaged in the manufacture of multi-products can make nominations in favour 
of their factory other thun the factory which manufactured the product exported. 
The (REP licences issued in such cases will be valid for import of raw materials, 
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components, consumable stores, packing materials etc, covered by the actual user 
licence/release order issued to the nominee factory since 1-4-1076, subject to restric¬ 
tions laid down in Para 31(2), Part ’B , Section I of the Policy Book (Volume II) for 
1977-78. 

5. It ig further clarified that for the purpose of grant of Export House Certi¬ 
ficate and other benefits under the Import Policy for Registered Exporters, all 
cottage industry units will be treated as small scale industry units, 

6. It is also clarified that the entry “Non-ferrous Metals (other than aluminium) 
and scraps thereof" against S No, 51 of Annexure II to Part ‘B’ on page 32 of the 
Import Trade Control Policy, Vol, II includes non-ferrous alloy scraps also.
